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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, 8, 9, 11, 12, 14, 18-23, 25-30, and 33-39 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner agrees 
with the applicant in regards to the novelty and non-obvious nature of the claims as drawn. 

3. The independent claims are drawn to a method and system of building a home area 
network, or other small appliance network, wherein networking knowledge is not needed. 
Specifically, a computer uses cameras and/or barcode readers to, automatically and without user 
input, determine the identities of various network devices and how to establish connections to 
these items. The computer then connects to these items into a network, and then monitors and 
controls the items. For example, the invention can determine the presence of a lamp in the room, 
connect to the lamp, determine if the lamp is off, and allow a user to remotely turn on the lamp. 

4. Most known art of automatic network building use significantly different methods of 
network building that teach away from utilizing visual indicia, such as clients and servers 
sending advertisement, notification, or probing messages. Others require at least some manual 
input to set up a network. And while barcode readers and picture recognition programs are well 
known in the art, they are usually drawn to other purposes, and thus lack steps such as attempting 
to connect to what was just taken. Finally, most picture recognition programs and cameras are 
drawn towards reading and determining physical properties of the object, rather than barcodes or 
logos attached to the object. 
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5. While most of these limitations may be shown in art, there is lack of motivation or 
teachings to combine said art into the method described. The combination is novel and non- 
obvious.
